— | The Class of Men to Whom We Owe the 


Improvements of the Age. 
We commend the following, from the 


Stationary Engineer, to all young people 


who wish to succeed in any voeation in life, 

no matter what, but it applies more @s- 
ly to the mechanical trades: 

“When a young man starts out to learn 


| his trade and goes into a shop, totally un- 
_ schooled in the manual pérformance of his 


duties in the new field of life on which he is 
entering, it is important that he should bear 
in mind this fact, viz: That his position, so 
far as it relates to himself, is intrinsically 
an educational one, as much so asin the 
school or colege from which he may have 
recently graduated. The simple perform- 
ance of so many hours’ work per day, while 
it has a certain financial measure of yalue 
to the employer, has a value to himself 
when properly considered that is greater 
than can be measured incurrency. As his 
progress and standing in ihe school depend- 
edon the thcrovgh mental understanding 
of each progressive step he took, so, only in 
a more matcrial sense, his advance in me- 
chanical sxilland knowledge is dependent 
on his thoroughly understanding not only 
the routine detail of his work, but the why 
and wherefore of each operation. There 
always has,been, and probably always will 


_ be, ‘two classes of mechanics—those who 


stand at their bench and go through the 
manual motions of their work like auto- 
matic machiues, with little more conception 
of why the results are as they are; and the 
other, that class of men who make no moves 
without knowing why and how results are 
obtained, and tte.relative importance of 
each step. This is the mechanical educa- 
tion that counts, the education that sehools 
the mind toaclear comprehension of prin- 
ciples, equally With details,and leads un- 
failingly to that Higher field where skill, 
diligence and marked ability find -their 
natural level. The young man who, on be- 
ginning his mechanital education, realizes 
and acts upon these truths, will develop 
that ability which is not gauged by mere 
manual dexterity, ‘but rather that which, 
when in later years he may be called to de- 
sign, lay out, and superintend the work of 
others, Will enable him to creditably fill the 
position, Such positions come to those who 
bring thought and brains as well as manual 
dextérity to assist them in their work. To 
such men we owe the improvements of the 
age in every branch of mechanics.’

No succotash No 
oysters cooked a la stew, jfry, roast, 
broil, or steamed. No oysters save raw or 
in “patties.” Noclams atall. No pumpkin 
pie. No desert pies made in our fashion; 
very small affairsin smalldishes, Plenty 
of cockles; miserable apology for our round 
clam. Oysters thin; not savory to Amer- 
ican taste; kept at shop in vats of fresh 
water. Cod and king fish, twenty-five cents 
a pound. Lobsters very high-priced. Sole, 
sprat, herring and other fish very cheap.

4&4 Man Perishes Near Granite 
Creek Ranch. 

From Louis Dean, who arrived 
Wednesday evening from his Deep- 
Hole and Granite Creek stock ranch, 
a GAzeETTE reporter learns that a man 
by the name of Long, late of Rose- 


burg, Oregon, who had been prospect- 
ing in the vicinity of Rabbit Hole 
Springs, and who had started with an 
emigrant for Granite Creek station, 
but who had left his traveling ner 
to take a shorter cut, was found about 
the middle of last month within half a 
mile of the ranch, where he had evi- 
dently perished for the want of water, 
and where he had lain for two weeks.

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| A VIRULENT DISEASE. 
Secariet Fever Germs HNetained in 

a Book for Twenty -Six Wears. 

The imperative need of burning 
everything that cannot be thoroughly 
disinfected which a scarlet fever pa- 
tient has used is fully illustrated by 
the following incident, when that 
dread disease was undoubtedly com- 
municated by a book which had been 
carefully laid by for twenty-six years. 
The Boston Post says: In 1846 a boy 
of eight years, the brother of the nar- 
rator’s wife, was taken down with 
scarlet fever and died. One of the 
principal amusements of his illness 
had been looking over a large picture 
‘pook. After his death this, with sev- 
eral other useful playthings, was 
packed away inatrunk. Twenty-six 
years later, in 1872, the sister-in-law 
of the editor took this trunk with her 
on a journey which she made to Eng- 
land, where he was then residing. 
'The trunk was opened the second day 
after its arrival, and-the picture book 
was taken out and presented to the 
editor’s two-year-old son. During the 
next fortnight the little fellow was at- 
tacked by scarlet fever. [lt was a won- 
der to the doctors who were called in 
consultation how the disease had been 
contracted, as there had been no scar- 
let fever in the town for years. At 
last it oceurred to the editor that the 
picture book might have transmitted 
the disease, and the medical men in 
‘attendance, on being told the facts 
connected with it, agreed that it had 
‘retained the poison for twenty-six | 
years and communicated it to the 
child.

France is quiet. The Polish chiefs who 
have so long resided in Paris have re- 
moyed to Vienna. Montenégro, the stormy 
petrel of Russian intrigues against Eu- 
ropean Turkey, is in another row with the 
Sultan's representatives. The Servian 
King, Milan, is on a debauch, which means 


that he is in Austrian control, while hise 


quasi-wife, Queen Nathalie, is away from 
Belgrade and nearer to Russian influences. 
Stepniak, tlie Rusman exile, who teads all 
exterior movements of the revolutionists 
against the Czar, remains in London, in- 
stead of comimg to America, as he de- 
signed. His reasons for doing so are ob- 
vious to students of the European. under 
world. Russia itself, like Germany, is a 
vast military canrp, but, unlike the latter, 
is ina large degree al! on fire. 

It will be worth while to sce what a con- 
flict means. Napoleon said Cossack or Re- 
publican. Carnot, as President of the 
Freneh Republic, has the tradition of ‘Ca 
Ira’? in his blood, and even wealth and 
seholarship may not keep it down and quiet. 
Germany wants another army. ‘If General

provinces. But apart from aggression it 
may be well to inquire what it is Bismarck 
really has to meetin the event of war. 
France and the “ Revanche’’ is a quantity 
to be considered even though she be appar- 
ently as uncertain as that involved in an 
attempt to square the circle. 


Russia, according to the lacest figures, 


has an active army of 43,410 officers, 1,989,- | 


498 in rank and file, 318,852 horses and 3,74 
guns. The réserves of the empire consist 
of 3,041,208 in the rank and file, with 518,862 
horses and 3,986 guns. This is a total of 
5,282,000 men. The cavalry figures do not 
show the effective strength of Russia in 
that arm. She may easily add 
million of mounted effectives to the number 
given above. Take her forces ali through, 
Russia can mobilize over three million of 
men, of whom one-third may be valuable 
as cavalry or infantry. In the machine per- 
fection of staff, administration and logistics, 
outside of cavalry raiding, Russia will not 
be equal to Germany. 

France, her only possible ally, outside of 


Greece and Montenegro, can place in the |’ 


field an active army of 39,527 officers. 1,900,- 

000 in rank and file; and a reserve of 30,970 

officers and 1,412,000 rank and file, making a 

total war force of 3,408,500 men, officered by 

76,497, and having 374,000 horses and 6,620 
ns. 

Against this possible array of over 8,000,- 
000 Russian and French soldiers, of which 
at least 1,700,000 are reported to be cavalry, 
backed by 10,606 guns or field artillery, Ger- 
many presents an active army of 35,907 offi- 
cers, 1.212.977 in rankand file, 356,328 ‘horses, 
and 3.848 guns. Her present reserves num- 
ber 16,208 officers, 793,614 in rank and file,

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STUDENTS IN GERMANY. 


Interesting Statistics Conéerning Their 
Work and Studjes. 
The following interesting statistics occur 
in an article on “Student Life in Germany,’’ 
Jor. F. M, Warreii, in the Chautauquan: 
“We find in the twenty schools of Germany 
some twenty-six thousand students, of 
whom over twelve hundred are foreigners, 
the Russsians leading, closely pressed by 
the Swiss, Austrians and Americans, in 
numbers that do not vary far from two 
hundred for each nation. As might be sup- 
the largest towns contain the largeat 
institutions. The modern university, like 
the medizval!, appears to demand the multi- 
plieity of industrial life. The University of 
Berlin numbers over five thousand 
students, those of Leipzig and Munich more 
than three thousand each. To resist this 
tendency toward the distinetivelyurbven 
foundations, favored to the utmost by 
states which they peculiarly represent, the 
institutions of the smaller central’ powers 
and those less fostered by the pride of 
dynasty exert themselves to excel in sonte 
one specialty—in which effort they are 
often aided by tradition and habit. Thus, 
in 1887, in spite of the greatly superior a¢g- 
gregate of the three universities noted 
above, certain of the provincial faculties 
have successfully maintained, not merely a 
relative, but even an absolute pre-emi- 
nence.
